In many cases the thefts 
amounted to hundreds of thousands; 
in one to two million^. They were 
not humble, uneducated men who did 
the:-e things.

The practical suicide of a joung Ma* 


ichubetta woman teacher in the New 
York «chool, from persistent and almost 
Insane overwork, has brought once more 
to the front the squad of reformers who 
maintain that tho children are being 
"crammed" to death by the new methods 
of education 
There were more suicides 


of this description, in proportion to the 
number of students, a generation ago, m 
America, than to-day. The new educa- 
tion lightens the pressure on nerve or 
brain, by making the acquisition ot 
knowledge a natural and pleasing exer- 
oise of all the children's faculties, rather 
than a dead strain on the memory. It is 
m ca»y to kill one's, self in a schoolroom 
as in a ballroom or a grogshop, and there 
will always be a cU=a of high-strung, am 
bilious youths vvho will -rush upon dis- 
tinction in this way. They are tho bub- 
iects for thephjaician and wise parental 
rcatramt 
But to turn the 50,000 fccnool 


children ot Boston into the streets hall 
of every day, as is now proposed by some 
of the people who live in Back Bay pal- 
noes, whore their own children can be 
amused and instructed in s»fetj, would 
bo to tempt disease, death and moral de 
utruction. The curriculum of our best 
schools is not oppressive to the average 
child who is nouuughtered by social cx- 
oitement, and a false home or street life, 
outuide the schoolroom. 


Journalism and Authonhlp. 


{Edmund C Stedman in Scnbner i Mon 1 ly ] 
During the hist 30 years, New York 


journalism has absorbed much of oui 
best talent, aud well it might, for it de- 
mands the best 
No severer test can \x 


applied to a writer than that of hib abil- 
ity to furnish leading articles regularly 
More than one,who has succeeded easily 


aa a bookw right or casayist, has found his 
equipment and his power of composition 
inadequate to the on-hand production of 
compact, polished, well-informed leader, 
such aa are needed for the editorial pages 
of our great newspapers 
Journalism is 


an art, but under our sjstem it bring- 
little beyond hia weekly stipend to the 
sub-journalist 
The stipend is «ure, and 


that means a groat deal to one who lives 
by his pen 
Newspapers thus far have 


supplied the readiest market to a writer, 
and the magazines next to them 
In a 


chapter upon Hood, London's journalist 
poet, I have claimed that the taai. of 
daily writing for the press, while a good 
staff, is a poor crutch, it diffuses the heat 
of authorship, checks idealism, retards 
the construction of master-pieces 
Be 


fides, it brings an author into attrition 
with members of the craft who possibly 
know him so familiarly as to underrate 
him 
He is subject to local jealousies, to 


the over praise of the newspaper which 
befriends mm, and sometimes to the un- 
just and ungenerous treatment of rival 
bheets. All this may be thought an evil 
peculiar to New York, and one which we 
bhal! outgrow. But the same phenom- 
ena are visible in the matured news- 
paper life of the capitals of England and 
France, and 'mutt be accepted aa a part 
•f a journalist'! warfare and surround- 
ings. 


The Society Young Man.
